or oar prominent men succumbing 
to apoplexy. The fact that they died 
of such a stroke ia hardly to their 
credit.

WHEAT IS AGAIN 


ON UPTURN 


Slight Advance Follows Early 


Drop—Market Unsettled 


CHICAGO — Wheat turned down- 


ward in price today during the first 
part of the b^ard of trade session, 
with attention chiefly given to the 
government crop report showing a 
probable yield of al>out 60.000,000 
bushels more- than was harvested 
last year. 
The big crop indicated 


for the territory continuous to Chi- 
cago counted as a particular bearish 
factor. 
On the declines, however, 


elevator interests here took to the 
buying side. 
The opening 
which 


ranged from l-2c to 1 i-Sc lower, 
with July $1.13 to 1.13 3-S and 
September $1.13 1-4 was 
followed 


by a material further drop and then 
by something of a rally. 


Corn prices developed strength,
